Bonds of the Company to the 
Amount of $2,250,000 to 
be Underwritten in 
Montreal. 


In his report to the city council 
Presented at the meeting last night 
Comn.issioner Bouillon advises against 
the aceptance of either of the alterna- 
tive propositions made by the Edmon- 
ton Heat and Power Company, LAd., 
to supply electric power to the city. 

The text of his report is herewith 
appended. This explains both the 
propvusitions made and reason of the 
commissioner's recommendation. 

The Edmonton Heat and Power Co., 
ltd., is a company promoted by local 
capital, and in which Eastern Canada 
capital is interested. It has secured 
the privilege from the Dominion gov- 
ernment to dam the Saskatchewan 
river at the foot of a rapid sixty miles, 
as the crow ‘lies, west of the city. By 
the tcrms of the agreement under 
which the company secures the right 
to dam the river they undertake to 
provide locks for navigatton, log slides 
and fish ways, thus protecting all the 
interests that might be effected by a 
dam built without any restrictions.

The company has arranged with 
T. ©. Lyall, of Montreal, and his as- 
sociates, to underwrite the bonds of 
the company ito the extent of $2,250,- 
000 The plans for the construction 
of the dam have been prepared. They 
show a dam 50 feet high the | 
river bed and 1,600 feet This 
will back-up the water in the river 
for some considerable distance, and 
will give sufficient power, according 
to engineers’ estimates, to generate 
between 20,000 and 30,000 horse 
powcr. The basis of the negotiations 
with the city is for a supply of 7,000! 
horse power. 

The Commissioner's Report.

The report was made under date of 
August 16, 1910, as commissioners re- 
port No, 133, which I attach hereto for 
your information. In said report No 
133, your attention was invited to pro- 
position to apply in the name of the| 
city of Edmonton for the right to es- 
tablish a power plant on the Athabas- 
sca river, and the action of your council 
On said report No, 133 was as follows: 

1, That this matter be referred to 
the Commissioners to collect data, and 
have prepared estimate of cost of de- 
veloping power at Grand Rapids on 
the Athabasca river; and with power 
to employ’a competent engineer for 
this purpose. 

2. That the report be referred back 
to the Commissioners to take up again 
with the Edmonton Heat and Power 
Company, Ltd, 

4. The Athabasca river project has 
been in progress ever since, until your 
meeting of the 24th inst., when we 
were instructed to forward application 
in the name of the city for the right 
to erect works at Big Island in the 
Grand Rapids.

The 
new agreement referred to has’ since 
been received, with their letter of Jan- 
uary 26, and consists of two distinct 
propositions, which | have labeled for 
convenience, a-1911, and b-1911, These 
papers were submitted to the Commis- 
sioners at meeting of the 27th inst,, 
and referred to me for report to your 
honorable body, which I beg to sub- 
mit as follows:

As No, 1 reached the 109 mile post 
from Medicine Hat yesterday after- 
noon, the four rear coaches jumped 
the track, The first-class car turned 
over on jts side and a number of pas- 
sengers were injured, none very seri- 
The train was running at a 
good speed abou: an hour and a half 
behind time, 

The engineer hastily 
brakes at the first sign 
Just as the train was being bréught 
to a standstill fhe car in question 
turned over. Had the snow not been 
deep where the car fell the result 
would have undoubtedly been more 
serious, for the snow served as a 
cushion to the falling cars and thus 
broke the severity of the fall consid- 
erably. It was miraculous that the 
engine baggage and mail cars did not 
leave the rails, for they Were jn the 
front of the train. 

The news of the accident was re- 
ceived here between six and seven 
o'clock and immediately on receipt of 
the news a relief train was made up 
here, With all the necessary appli- 
ances on board the train was rushed 
off to the scene of the accident as fast 
as possible. 

On the arrival of the relief 
it was found that most of the in- 
jured men had been treated by Dr. 
Anderson, of Brooks, who was on his 
way to Calgary. The injured that 
had not been attended to when the 
two Calgary doctors and the first aid 
expert arrived on the scene were 
promptly treated, and then the injur- 
ed and uninjured were transferred 
into the relief train, which brought 
them to Calgary, where another train 
was made up for those passengers

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EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE IN 


NEW YORK 


Dynamite Boat at Dock in Jersey City 


CAUSES BIG PANIC 


Blew Up and Shook the Whole Down- 


town District of Manhattan—Office Builings Rocked to Their Founda- 
tions—No One is Reported as Kill ec, 


New York, Feb. 1.—A_ violent ex- 
plosion shook the downtown district of 


Manhattan shortly after noon today, 
broke the windows of office buildings 
in all directions over a wide area and 
caused intense excitement in the fin- 
ancial and mercantile sections. It 
was first thought the explosion occurr- 
ed in the vicinity of the Standard Oj) 
Company's property in Bayonne, 
N.Y., across the Hudson River from 
New York. Later, it was definitely 
ascertained that it had occurred on 
one of the Jersey Central Railway 
docks, at the south. end of Jersey 
City, The confusion was so great 
that telephone and telegraph opera- 
tors all left their posts, rendering com- 
munication almost impossible, 

Later it Was ascertained that a dy- 
namite boat at Jersey City had blown 
up. The explosion caused a panic in 
several down-town stores, and big 


office buildings were rocked to their 
foundations, causing the inmates to 
rush to the streets. The explosion 
occurred at the coal docks, at the foot 
of Henderson street, Jersey City. The 
dynamite boat, Catherine C., owned 
by a contracting firm, lying at a slip, 
blew up, wrecking the pier, while 
many other boats lying by were dam- 
aged, . 

The first police boat 
from the scene of the explosion 
brought a boy named Harry Ford, 
aged 19, cook on a tugboat lying next 
the dynamite boat, who was painfully 
injured. Captain J. Lamb, of the 
Catherine C., which belonged to Wm, 
McCallester Towing Line, was badly 
eculded and in a critical condition. 
Wm. Nelson, who lives at Brooklyn 
and js an employee of the boat, js in 
a Serious condition and qa number of 
clerks in the adjoining passenger sta- 
tion were injured,

Mr. Thorold writes of the interview 
as follows:-— 

In answer to questions of mine at 
an interview in Ottawa, the Hon. 
Frank Oliver, M.P., minister of the 
interior of the Dominion of Canada, 
stated that during 1910 the total num- 
ber of immigrants who had come to 
Canada was @ little over 260,000, and 


that reports from the Dominion's emi- | 


gration agents in Great Britain, the 
United States and elsewhere indicated 
that during 1911 the total number 
would be a little over 300,000; and in 
answer to further questions the min- 
ister said:— 

“Canada is the only 
the world today giving away good 
land with good conditions. And it is 
given away free, gratis, but, not for 
nothing. This is with us a matter of 
principle and national policy. Not 
cnly is Canada giving this land away, 
but sae won't sell it.” 

“Does that mean, Mr. Oliver,” 1 
asked, “that the Dominion government 
won't sell any land at all to any- 
one?’ 

“We have millions of 
to millions, but not a foot to sell 
reason is that the Dominion 
citizens, not speculators. The 
adian people are business people, 
and as a business proposition it pays 
them better to give this land away 
than it would to sell it—always pro- 
vided that the land is given to those 
who will bring it into use. The con- 
ditions of the gift are use and occu- 
pation. 

"Canada is characterized’ by condi- 
tions of social life, moral atmosphere, 
religion, fair laws well administered, 
business standards and opportunities, 
which, in conjunction with the qual- 
ity of the fertile land she ds giving 
away, makes her unequalled, not 
only on the American continent, but 
throughout the British empire and 
the nations of the world. This is the 
national policy that is the basic 
foundation of our national prosperity 
-—of cur unrivalled development, pro- 
gress and substantiality, that makes 
the Dominion of Canada the best 
country for settlers to come to, 

“But don't misunderstand me; 
neither the Canadian people nor the 
Canadian government are philanthro- 
pists. There is no room in Canada 
for the ‘won't works’ or the ‘can't 
works,” and wetdon't want them at 
any price.

TO PRISON FOR 
LIBELLING KING 


Edward Mylius Sentenced to Of¢ 
Year's Imprisonment For Sland- 
ering King George 


London, Feb. 1.——-Edward F. Mytiue 
today Was found guilty of defaming 
King George. He was sentenced to 
one year's imprisonment. The trial 
of Mytius, Who «was charged with 
circulation in the Liberator a defama- 
tory libel against King George, Wag 
held before Chief Justice Alverstone 
and special jury today, 

The Liberator is a small sheet pub- 
lished in Paris, its editor being Md- 
ward H, James, an American attof- 
ney. A copy of this paper, circultt- 
ed in this country, contained allewal 
seditious statements and revived’ the 
story which the Archbishop of Cat. 
terbury once denied from the pulpit, 
to the effect that His Majesty, whilst 
Duke of York, contracted a mofgat-: 
atic marriage with the daughter of 4 
British admiral at Malta. 

Public Admited t Court. 

The public Was admittcd to the 
court room, but the police took every 
precaution to -bar suspicious charae- 
ters. Among the prominent peoply 
present was Winston Churchill. .. The 
Crown was represented by Sir John A, 
Simon, solicitor-general; sir Rufua 
Isaacs, attorney-general, and Publte 
Prosecutors Royal and Muir. Ope 
posing this brilliant array of counsel 
Was no one but the defendant him. 
self, who elected to conduct his own 
case. It is understood that he asked 
that King George be subpoenaed at a 
witness, but this was not permitted, 
as the summoning of His Majesty to 
the witness box would be unecon- 
stituticonal, 

After the formalities of the opening 
proceedings were concluded, Mytilus 
began his case by demanding the ré- 
turn of his private letter, which he 
asserted had been selzed in gross vio- 
lation of his legal rights, " 

Is the King Present? 

He then said: “I wish to ask whh- 
ther the King is present. 1 demand 
his presence, because every avbused 
person has the right to be confronted 
by his accuser; secondly, because In 
libel action procedure he must be ‘in 
court for the defendant to see hith; 
and, thirdly, because there js no proot 
that the prosecutor jg at present 
alive.” 

The Chief Justice replied: “That hay 
already been the subject of an appil. 
cation before me and you know pir- 
sonally well that the King cannor be 
here.” 

The Crown called the admiral as A 
witness, and he testified that the 
daughter in question was now the wife 
of Captain Napier, of the Hritish 
navy. That he had never seen His 
Majesty until 1898, when the King 
called as a witness at Portsmouth. 
His only other daughter died jn 1495 
and for three years preeading her 
deather had been with her father at 
Malta, where he was commander in 
charge of the Mediterranean  squad- 
ron. The King had not visited Majta 
while his daughters were there and 
the youngest daughter had never 
spoken to him,

fieers of the crown were there in per- 
son to establish beyond doubt the 
falsity of the accusation,

marriege to the present Queen Mary.

Sir Gilbert Parker, the Ca- 
Nadian member of parliament for 
Gravesend, in a statement said: “The 
agreement is a desperately serious 
thing, and will eventually mean that 
the Canadians have lost their grip on 
their own importance.

It gave her 
energy, resourcefulness and determi- 
nation, but under this agreement, the 
United States needs a new field of 
exploitation for American finance, new 
opportunities for the overflow of Am- 
erican energy and control of the great 
dominion.”

He States that Iis Disagreements with 


the Commissioner of Utilities Be- 


j gan Last Fall in the Discussion of the Gas Producer Plant and Were

duty in 96 hours, or send in my re-, 
signation, T was told to mind my} 
own business, although any practical) 
man of judgment would have em- 
braced that opportunity, or any other | 
reasonable one in order to have fur- 
nished the public with fitered water.

} This Year's Gas Engine Deal. 
The next crossing which occurred 
| Was In connection with the repair of 
the gas engine,.

The 
result was) a new proposition for the 
purchase of the producers which 1} 
had condemned, my letterg being on | 
file, in spite of my attitude on this} 
question, he made use of my name | 
in this report to the council, as agree- 
ing with him in connection with the | 
deal in the arranging of which T had 
not been consulted. I was obliged to 
publicly disclaim all connection with 
the deal and protested against it so as 
hot to be placed ina false position 

Pevelopment of Antipathy. 

From this time forward to the pre- 
sent his oppesition hae been growing, 
and although there was no clash until | 
the time when specifications were be- 
ing made up. We then disagreed on 
one type of the same class of machine. 
He favors a certain machine about! 
which I knew he had not sufficient’ 
knowledge to judge wisely. In order 
to be in a position to judgd Wisely I 
suggested that either he or I yisit 
some installations of the kind pro- 
posed, in order to give the best ad- 
vVicé possible to the council. This is 
how the question of the deputation 
arose which is the item that started 
this trouble. I candidly admitted } 
tack of information on the subject, 
although I was willing to be convinced ' 
of its value. 

Question of Ability.

pany, 
Why Me Recommended. 

My reason for recommending the 
purchase of the Bellis engine which 
hea heen so eminently satisfactory to 
us, wae to evard against troubles that 
, Ment oceur with the Robb engines. 

I might just add that in this discussion 
the council took the redsonable atti- 

tude that all should bave been pur- 
Chased fron: the Rebb Co. on account 
Of the a Iefaction we had experienced, 

The same line,of reagoning can be

This pump was purchas- 
ed_in open competition at a price al- 
most $20,009 lees than that of the 
next bidder, and ds Inglis pumps had 
found favor and given satisfaction in 
Toronto, Hamilton, Guelph, Brant- 
ford, Victoria, and over 60 iper cent. 
© fthe pumping engines in Canada to- 
day are of the Inglis manufacture. 
Therefore in view of these facts it 
would be impossible for any commis- 
shonere or council to show reason why 
they rhould pay $20,000 more for one

pump had to be started in order to

show that we have no real cause for 
complaint in connection with = this 
pump, either In regard to reliability 
cr economical operation, It has op- 
erated 99 per cent. of the total time 
since it started sixteen months ago, 
which is a good record for any piece 
ef machinery. 

In regard to the pump house bulld- 
ing, on account of the large excava- 
tion which had to be made to accom- 
modate the pump it might have been 
the course of wisdom to have erected 
a wooden etructure in place of the 
brick one. This would have allowed 
the ground which had been disturbed 
by the excavation to settle before at- 
tempting to erect the permanent 
structure. In regurd to the materials 
two-thirda of the material is still in 
place and is evidentiy satisfactory to 
Mr. Bouillon. 

Filters and Basin, 

I accept the responsibility for both 
and I affirm that if those responsible 
construction ard purehice 


; had been left in control of their start- 


ing and operation during the past sea- 


' son there would have been no fatiure 


connected with them. I also affirm 
that the filters are capable of giving 
absolute sativfaction both in capacity 
and quality, but as no steps have been 
taken during the period that has 
elapsed since they were shut down 
in the autumn to get the basin into 
proper shape to do the work required 
of it so as to be ready for the spring 
floods, the same dissatisfection will 
exist in the coming yer as has existed 
in the past. 

This filter was not purchased as an 
experiment as we had good reason for 
recon. mending it to the covneil to 
meet the condition then existing. The 
source of permanent water supply was 
much more indefinite then than at 
present, and in order to somewhat 
eliminate the turbidity which exist: 
in summer this system of filtratio: 
was recommended as it would give 
pure water with the smallest expendi- 
ture of money, There is a ten million 
dollar installation of this system in 
New Orleans which ts highly com- 
mended and was installed by the same 
comprny that installed this one. Den. 
ver also has a large installation as 
well as many other cities along the 
turbid streams of the United States, 
which have similar water to the Sas- 
katchewan, 

The incomplete state of the build- 
ings is due to delays in construction 
which is entirely up to Mr. Bouillon. 
It was my intention, and it could haye 
been easily carried out, to have 
work finished by August Ist, 1910. As 
it is at the present time we are labor- 
ing under much the same conditions 
as in '09, with the incomplete boller 
room floor, incomplete coal bunkers, 
incomplete rcof; wire tower, office and 
stores, etc., all of which hamper econ- 
cmiecal operation, 

Man Who Makes, No Errors. 

It is well to be suspicious of the 
man who has made no errors, He 
has either done nothing or very little 
No man's judgment can 
infaliible, but the man who has the 
largest experience in any line, coupled 
with intelligence, has ghe greatest 
chanes of being correct. An intelligent 
man can learn more from unsatisfac- 
tory ecnditions than he can from con- 
ditions that are always satisfactory. 

Iam a graduate of McGill Univer- 
gity, and for twelve years I have been 
in constant touch with machinery of 
all classes. It has been my fate to 
remain rosponsible for apparatus 
which I had purchased until time hag 
proved its value, Some persons are 
£0 constituted that they do not seem 
to learn from experience. We would 
have thought that the pump-house 
experience of last vear should have 
made this year's fire hall failure an 
impossibility. 

The ' Responsibility. 

Iam of an unfortunate disposition 
ln that I do not attempt to publicly 
shift responsibility for trouble from 
myself to tthose whom I employ or 
to my associates. When on the com- 
mission board I was the technical 
member and I could easily do as Mr 
BB. ‘has arranged to do, namely, that 
the other commissioners shall be 
jointly theugh innocently, party to 
his every action, he being the technic- 


al head. He must be the leader, and 
will tolerate no opposition ta his 
views, or he will publicly show his 


position by a “minority report.” As 
evidence of this tendency I refar 
to exhibit “D,” also his public life 
is known to have been one of dis- 
cord with his associates. 

As he will not tolerate views that 
differ from his own, even among 
his associates on the board and 
council without public protest, much 
lees would he be re@asonable with a 
man in his employ who dared to ad- 
here to a conscientious opinion, dif- 
fering from his own. This is the pivot 
of the present situation. 

I am of the opinion that absolute 
subservience, and obliteration of in- 
dividuality are sure patents for favor, 
This conduct will cover incapacity, 
incorapetence and conduct unworthy 
of a city official or a gentleman. 

Mr. Bouillon may have ability that 
could be used to advantage in some 
positions but in his present office this 
particular ability dees not have suf- 
ticlent scope and he js doing work for 
which he is not temperamentally 
adapted——"instance, the indiscretion 
of the Latta episode,” These tempera- 
mental traits when exercised in his 
Present capecity, instead of being of 
advantage to the City are a positive 
menace, as he js not gn expert in the 
very lines which he likes best to dis- 
cuss, This trait coupled with his con- 
ceit makee him an easy victim of the 
discreet strancer whom he wishes to 
impress With his power jn office-—-in-

Also I Was compelled at times 
to take a stand which unfortunately 
gave offence to some citizens and as 
you are all aware on account of this 
my record has been faithfully plowed 
and harrowed hy highly paid men as 
well as private detectives and 1 think 
we can rightly assume that if an im- 
peachment had been possible we 
would have been fully aware of it be- 
fore this time.

TO PRISON FOR 
LIBELLING KU 


Edward Mylius Sentenced to Oud 
Year's Imprisonment For Siand- 
ering King George 


London, Feb. 1.—Edward F. Myliue 
today Was found guilty of defaming 
King George. He was sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment. The trial 
of Mylius, who ‘was charged with 
circulation in the Liberator «4 defama- 
tory libel against King George, Wag 
heid hefore Chief Justice Alverstone 
and special jury today. 

The Liberator is a small sheet pub- 
lished in Paris, its editor being d+ 
ward H, James, an American attof- 
ney. <A copy of this paper, circtint- 
ed in this country, contained alleged 
seditious statements and revived’ the 
story which the Archbishop of Cat 
terbury once denied from the pulpit, 
to the effect that His Majesty, whilst 
Duke of York, contracted a mofgat+ 
atic Marriage with the daughter of 4 
British admiral at Malta. 

Pablic Admitted to Court. , 

The public was admitted to the 
court room, but the police took every 
precaution to bar suspicious e¢harae- 
ters. Among the prominent peopln 
present was Winston Churchill, .. The 
Crown was represented by sir Jonni A: 
Simon, solicitor-general; sir Rufua 
Isaucs, attorney-general, and Pulte 
Prosecutors Royat and Muir. Ops 
Posing this brilliant array of counsel 
Was no one but the defendant him: 
self, who elected to conduct his own 
case. It js understood thet he asked 
that King George be subpoensed at a 
Witness, but this was not permittet, 
as the summoning of His Majesty -to 
the witness box would be uncon- 
stitutional. 

After the formalities of the opening 
proceedings were concluded, Mytius 
began his case by demanding the ré- 
turn of his private letter, which he 
asserted had been selzed jn gross vio- 
lation of his legal rights. 

Is the King Present? 

He then said> “I wish to ask whh- 
ther the King is present. 1 demand 
his presence, because every avtused 
person has the right to be confrentéd 
by bis accuser; secondly, because ‘In 
libel action procedure he must be ‘in 
court for the defendant to see hith; 
and, thirdly, because there js no proor 
that the prosecutor jg at present 
alive.’ 

The Chief Justice replied: “Tha: hay 
already been the subject of an appl. 
cation before me and you know prr- 
sonally well that the King cannot be 
here.” 

The Crown called the admiral as a 
witness, and he testified that the 
daughter in question was now the wife 
of Captain Napier, of the Hritteh 
navy. That he had never seen His 
Majesty until 1898, when the King 
called as a witness at Portsmouth, 
His only other daughter died jn 1895 
and for three years preesding her 
deather had been with her father at 
Malta, where he was commander in 


charge of the Mediterranean  squad- 
ron. The King had not visited Majta 
While his daughters were there and 
the youngest daughter jad never 
spoken to him. 
Takes Action as a Man. 
In a dramatic speech, Sir Rufus 


characterised the story of the morgan- 
atic marriage as absolutely false, re- 
gretting that His Majesty was not per-

It has been my fate to 
remain responsible for apparatus 
which I had purchased until time has 
proved its value, Some persons are 
50 constituted that they do not seem 
to learn from experience. 
have thought that the pump-house 
experience of last year should have 
made this year’s fire hall failure an 
impossibility. 

The ' Responsibility. 

I am of an unfortunate disposition 
in that I do not attempt to publicly 
chift responsibility for trouble fram 
myself to ithose whom I employ or 
to my associates. When on the com- 
mission board I was the technical 
member and I could easily do as Mr. 
B. ‘has arranged to do, namely, that 
the other commissioners shall be 
jointly though innocently, party to 
his every action, he being the technic- 
al head, He must be the leader, and 
will tclerate no opposition to his 
views, or he will publicly show his 
position by a “minority report.”
